partment at Jefferson City.

with state monies, being outright

Another allotment 
of

m ate by T. H, Cutler, chief en­ 
gineer of the State Highway De­ 
partm ent at Jefferson City. 
A large percentage of the ex­ 
penditures will be derived from 
federal funds and grants, which 
include an allotm ent of $12,000,- 
000 to the highway departm ent 
from the works progress funds 
This allotm ent is divided into $6,- 
000,000 for roads, of which 
millions must be for 
farm -to- 
m arket highways. 
None of these 
two amounts have to be matched 
with state monies, being outright 
grants by the national 
govern 
mcnt. 
The regular federal aid money 
to Missouri for this year 
totals 
$3,800,000, which must be m atch­ 
ed dollar for dollar by the state, 
bringing that construction to $7,- 
600,000. 
Another allotm ent 
of 
$3,272,- 
000 from the public works admin 
istration is available to the state 
if it can be matched on a 56-45 
basis. 
This the state will attem pt 
to do by selling the $5,000,000 ’•e 
maining in the $75,000,000 .road 
bond issue. 
It is planned to use 
$3,000,000 of this money on farm 
roads.
